Springfield, April 4.—Governor Tanner 


this morning received a telegram from 
Mayor Carney of Shawneetown, sent by 
meewnger to Rldgoway, saying that near- 
ly one-fourth of the city's population is 
drowned, and asking for food, tents,cloth- 
ing and oofllns to be sent at onoe. 


Tho governor at once authorized W. S. 


Phillips, presidtnt 
of the Kldgeway 


bank, to draw on the governor for $3000 
for the immediate necessities and arrang- 
ed with Dr. F. Wines, secretary of the 
state board of charities, who with assist- 
ants, left later with a train oarrying tents 
capable of sheltering 1000people,300 blan- 
kets and 1200 emergency rations. Ihe 
governor also issued a proclamation call- 
ing forpublii contributions In nid of the 


sufferers. 


Dr. Wines expects to reach Shawnee- 


town some time tonight. 
Under the gov- 


ernor's proclamation all contributions are 
to be sent to W. S Phillips, president of 
the Eidgeway bank, Kldgeway, 111., the 
nearest point Irom which the relief work 
can be oarrled on. Only a few caskets 
are obtainable hero and Adjutant General 
Beeoe has wired the St. Louis coffin fac- 
tory to Immediately load caskets and eof- 
1ns and send at onoe. Three carloads of

AMERICANS LEAVING CUBA, 


Getting Away from Havana as Rapidly 


as Possible. 


Tampa, Fl«., April 4.—The steamship 


Mutcotto arrived Sunday from Havana, 
bringing her full capacity of passengers. 
Captain Hanlon status that Americana 
aie leaving Cuba as fast as transporta- 
tion facilities Kill permit. The steamers 
to New York are crowded to their fell 
capacity, and many are coming via Mex- 
ico to the United States in order to epcape 
quarantine regulations. Captain Hanlon 
lays that the excitement in Havana is 
more intense than at any previous time, 
aud It growing more BO every hoar.

The Pope sent an eloquent

telegram urging the Queen to grant an armistice in 
view of negotiations reported to be going on between 
the insurgents and the Cuban autonomists' govern- 
ment for the conclusion of permanent peace. The 
Pope dwelt on the suffering in Cuba, and urged action 
on humanitarian and non-political grounds.

ous to taking this action, it is added, the Pope, 
through a representative 
at Washington, asked 


President McKinley if it would be agreeable to him 
should the Pope advise the Queen to grant an armis- 
tice. It is understood the president expressed a will- 
ingness to the Pope to do anything in his power. 
Since then extraordinary activity among tf.e am- 
bassadors has been noted and it is claimed, as a re- 
sult of all representation to Spain, Moret, the min- 
ister of Colonies, has had an interview with Minister 
Woodford at which was expressed a willingness to 
grant an immediate armistice and pointed out the 
only condition Spain asks in return is one "which 
America would grant even if unasked," and refers 
only to "Her action after Spain proclaims an armis- 
tice." Moret, who was seen by an Associated Press 
representative, confirmed the announcement of the 
Pope's mediation between Spain and the Cubans, and 
added thatN the suggestion did not come from the 
United States, but from the Pope direct. Moret's 
manner and that of Woodford cdnveyed the impres- 


Washington, April 4,—President Mc- 


Kinley announced today to leading mem- 
bers of congress, who have the confidence 


of tbe administration that there is BO 
truth in tbe reported mediation of the 
Pope In the Cuban Incident and he (the 
presiJent) had no* knowledge of it what- 
ever. Ho also announced that he was 
hourly expecting a cablegram frum tbe 
Sagasta government notifying this gov- 
ernment of the formal proposition for an 
armistice by the insurgents. 


HABD AT WORK. 


President MoKinley took up the serious 


work of the day early this morning. 
He 


appeared to bo feeling well and moved 


about briskly with a cheerful ccnnte- 
uance. Senor Quesada, representing the 
Cuban Junta In Washington, said to tbe 
Associated Press that Cubans "will never 
consent to an armistice until Independ- 
ence Is recognized." Ibis statement was 
maili in reply to a query as to what tho 
Cubans would do in regard to an appeal 
to tbe autonomist cabinet.

LOSS WILL REACH $4000 


Commissioner Maffit Made a Tour of 


the Township Sunday—One 


New Bridge is 


Needed. 


Tbe recent heavy rains and floods have 


damaged the bridges ot Decatur township 
to a considerable oxtent. It is estimated 
that it will oast $4000 to put the bridges 
and approaches ID the same chape they 
were before the rains. Sunday Commis- 
sioner Mafflt made a tour cf the township 
for tho purpose of seeing how the work ol 
repairing the bridges was progressing. 
All of the bridges are passable excepting 
tbe Mafflt bridge over the Eangamon, 
and tbe bridge over Stephen's oreek on 
tbe Mt. Fulaski road. Tbe latter was 
entirely carried away by tie flood and was 
taken a quarter of a mile downstream. 
It ie an old bridge which was built about 
36 years ago, and it probably will not be 
at to use again. The iron is io badly 
bent that it will be necessary to build t 
new bridge and of course that work will 
take a couple of months. 


The wooden waterway 80 feet long sit 


nated about 500 feet south of the MaCt 
bridge was washed away and was carried 
down the river to Oklahoma. It was out 
in the wacer some distance and it was im- 
possible to reach it cntll the water fell. 
Tbe bridge was perfectly intact and not a 
board was lost from it. It was taken 
apart and hauled back and is being put 
tn place. The grade just across the Mafflt 
bridge was badly washed away but by 
Friday or Saturday it will be repaired 
and It will be possible for wagons to cross 
the river at that point. The worst wash- 
out was nn tbe east tide ot tbe Spangler 
bridge. Tha load approaching the bridge 
was washed almost down to th? level of 
the ground but it has now been put In 
passable condition. The grade at the 
bridge across tbe creek on tbe Springfield 
road, we=t of tbe city, was also bidly 
washed out, but it has also been repaired. 
All of the wooden culverts, excepting 
four, have been replaced by brick and tile 
and none of these have been damaged. 
Every biidge in the township ran be 
crossed excepting the Maffit bridge, which 
will be ready this week and the bridge oa 
the Mt. Palasttl road. Mr. Maffit gays 
that it will oo s t at least $4000, to put the 
damaged property In the same condition 
it was before the flood 
In the township 


theie are five bridges aoross the Sanga- 
mon river, five across Steven's creek, and 
one on the township line, which is half 
in Dtcatur and half in Hickory township 
Many of the repairs that have been mode 
are only temporary once, which were put 
up so that the farmers oould oome to the 
aity. It will take some little time to re- 
pair permanently the damaged 
an d grades.
